AWARD 
The Industrial Dispute between the above parties was referred to the 
Industrial Tribunal, Alleppey for adjudication by Government as per Order 
No. G. O. Rt. 2342/64/HLD dated 24-7-1964. Therealter the Industrial 
Tribunal, Allep ey was abolished and the case was transferred to the Indus 
trial, Tribunal, Trivandrum . As per order No. G.O.(MS) 790 /64 /HLD dated 
30-10-1964 the Headquarters of the Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum , was 
shifted to Alleppey with effect from 1-12-1964 and redesignated as Industrial 
T.ibunal, Alleppey . The following are the issues referred for adjudication : 

i. Annual increments due to the workmen . 
ii. Placing the workmen on monthly salaries . 

iii. Grant of enhanced Dearness Allowance. 
2. The Commercial Employees Union , Alleppey, submitted the claim 
statement in which it was contended as under : 

The employer establishments are pharmacys and also wholesale dealers 
in the trade. They are the leading establishments of the kind at Alleppey. 
The employees concerned are employed in the employer establishments as 
Accountants , Pharmacists , Compounders, Clerks, Salesmen and Attenders. 
The remuneration of the workmen concerned are too low and are based on 
irregular basis. As years passed by skill of the workmen concerned increased 
and they are entitled to get yearly increment as follows: 

For the first ten years of service Rs. 2 
For the next five years of service 

Rs. 4. and 
Thereafter 

Rs. 7 
The majority of the workmen concerned are paid monthly salaries and 
annual bonus. Some of the employees like Attenders or landing or 
loading workmen and cycle salesmen are not given the above benefits . This 
is an unjustifiable discrimination . The Union prayed for a uniform basic 
salary and bonus for all the employees concerned . Further, because of the 
inordinate increase in the cost of living it is only just and fair that proper 
dearness allowance should be paid to the concerned workmen . The rate of 
the same shall be of the basic salary as fixed dearness allowance and 
10 paise per point above one hundred in the Alleppey cost of living index 
as variable dearness allowance. 

The employers did not participate in the cor ciliation conferences 
convened by the District Labour Officer, Alleppey to explore the possibilities 
of an amicable settlement. 
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The Union concluded the statement with a prayer that their contentions 
may be upheld and an award passed accordingly. 

3. The Proprietor of Swamy and Company, Alleppey (Management 
No. 1) submitted his reply statement in which it was contended is under : 

A memorandum of demands was placed before the Maragement on 
25-2-1964 by the General Secretary, All Kerala Private Hospital and 
Pharmacy Employees Association , Shertallai, for an increase in dearness 
allowance at the rate of 15 % of the existing salary. The District Labour 
Officer convened a conciliation conference, but the Management informed 
the District Labour Officer that the employees are given regular inceaient. 
Again the District Labour Officer intimated the Management that since a 
set 

of workers have made a further representation another con . 
ciliation conference is to be held on 16-4-1964. In the meantime on 
94-1964 the General Secretary of the Commercial Employees Union , 
Alleppey, submitted a charter of demands in which dearness 
allowance at the rate of 25 % of the existing salaries and also 
variable dearness allowance at the rate of 10 paise per point above 100 
in the Alleppey cost of living index were demanded. District Labur 
Officer further fixed a conference on 22-4-1964 . But the Management 
decided to grant an increase in the dearness allowance on humanitariaa 
considerations and this increase was granted from July 196+ o wards which 
when worked out on percentage basis came upto 10 % of the employecs basic 
salary and the total D. A. 20 to 25 percent. All the employees of the 
Management accepted this increase without any protest, so that a further 
demand for increase is out of question . 

No temporary employees are engaged by the Management and so the 
question of making one perinanent does not arise. This Management was 
paying regularly annual increment and even in 1964 increments were 
granted 

Issues Nos. 1 and 2 do not relate to this Management. Regarding 
dearness allowance the Management already granted an increase in July 
1964. The Management concern is not a factory and so there is no question 
of variable D. A. and fixed D.A. The Management is paying more salary 
to its staff than the minimum wages fixed by the Government. The 
Management concern has no financial capacity to pay anytising more than 
what has been paid by them . The Proprietor concluded the statement with 
a prayer that the contentions of the Union may be rejected and an award 
passed accordingly . 

4. The Managements Nos. 2 and 3 submitted their counter statement 
jointly in which they have stated as follows: 

The dispute is only an individual dispute and not an industrial dispute. 
Therefore this court has no jurisdiction to adjudicate this dispute on merits. 
Substantial number of workmen of these two Managements have not espous 
ed the cause of the concerned workmen . The Commercial Employees 
Union is a general Union and the mere support of the Union will not con 
vert a dispute into an industrial dispute. The representative cap.city of the 
Union is challenged. The reference is bad in law . 


The Managements establishments are covered by the Kerala Shops and 
Commercial Establishments Acc as well as the Minimum Wages Act, 1948. 
The conditions of service of the employees are covered by these statutes . 
If the employees require the revision of the minimum wages it is a general 
matter pertaining to all establishments and they have to move the Gover.2 
ment for revision of the minimum wages. This court has no jurisdiction to 
enhance and revise the minimum wages that are applicable to the employees . 

The workmen are not at all entitled to the annual increment or en 
hancement as claimed by them . Every worker in the concerns is on 
monthly salary and therefore no question of monthly salary arises. The 
employees cannot be given a uniform salary since the nature of work differs. 
The Managements concluded their statement with a prayer that the conten 
tions of the Union may be dismissed and an award passed accordingly . 

5. The Union submitted a replication in which they have traversed and 
repudiated all the contentions of the Managements. As far as the represen 
tative capacity of the Union is concerned it was affirmed in all force that 
substantial number of workmen of the concerned employers have raised, 
espoused and supported the demanis placed by the Union before the 
Managements. The Commercial Employees Union represents the concern 
ed workmen and all of them are members of this Union . A proper demand 
was placed before the Managements and it was only because of the adamant 
attitude and non co-operative tendency of the Managements that the 
dispute could not be sett ed . The Commercial Employees Union is not 
aware of any demands placed by any other Union . This Union has placed 
a charter of demands properly and this Union is fully competent to repre 
sent the workmen . The dispute can never be considered as individual 
dispute and it is an industrial dispute pure and simple. It was further 
asserted that the provisions of the Kerala Shops and Commercial Establish 
ments Act and the Minimum Wages Act do not bar the workmen from 
getting better conditions of service. The provisions of the said Act lay 
down only the legal minimum . It is not a question of revising the minimum 
wages and the issue is not for revision of minimum wages. The employer 
No. 2 employs two workmen on daily wages and employer Nos. 1 and 3 
employ one workman each on piece-rates. The Union further reiterated 
all their contentions in the claim statement and concluded the replication 
with the same prayer as was stated in the claim statement. 

6. The case came up for evidence and the Union examined wwi to 
ww7 and marked Exts. W1to W3 and M1to M3. The Union thereafter 
closed their evidence and the Managements examined MW1 to MW6 an 
marked Exts . M4 to M10 and closed their evidence . The case was then 
finally hcard . 

7. WW1 is Shri K. Krishnan , who is a Pharmacist in M /s. Swamy & 
Company. He is a certificate-holder as a Pharmacist and has claimed 14 
years of service under the Management. The salary paid to him at present 
is Rs. 67. According to him he has received an increment of Rs. 4 in the 
year 1965 and during the years previous to 1965 he was getting an increment 
of two rupees per annum . His initial salary at the time of entry in the 
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service was Rs. 26. He has deposed that he has not received any compen . 
sation to mitigate the inordinate rise in the cost of living . He has affirmed 
that the present salary is quite insufficient for himself and his family to have 
at least a hand to mouth life . He has asserted that he has enlisted himself 
as a member of the Commercial Employees Union in the year 1937 or 1958 
and he is continuing so up - to -date . The cemanl placed bere the 
Management through the Union contained the item of enhancement of 
D. A. and after the submission ofthe demand an amount of five rupees was 
given by the Management under the heading D. A. But the demand has 
not been withdrawn . 

This witness was cross- examined at length by the learned counsel for the 
Management. In the cross-examination he has admitted that he has taken 
the membership , in one , All Kerala Private Hospital Pharmac Employces 
Associatian (Sherthallai), but has resigned his membership within a week s 
time. There are records to show that be has resigned his membership . 
He has never authorised the said Association to place a charter of demands 
before the Management for and on behalf of him , whereas the Commercial 
Employees Union convened a meeting and decided to submit the demands. 
The salary book of M /s. Swamy & Company was marked as Ext. M and 
he has admitted that he has signed Ext. Ml, and the said signature was 
marked as Ext.MIA . The salary book from 1939 to 196+ was marked as 
Ext: M2. He has admitted that from pages 44 to 61 the receipts of his 
salary are shown and he has put his signature there. He has denied the 
suggestion of the learned counsel that he is getting Rs 55 as basic salary and 
Rs. 12 as D. A. at present. But in the book it is stated that the extra 5 
rupees is paid as D. A. 

8. WW2 is Shri M.J. Mathew , who is the Compounder-cum - Salesman 
in M /s. Swamy and Company since 23 years. He has deposed that he has 
passed the test of compounding and his present salary is Rs. 75 and his 
allowance is Rs. 20. The increment given to him is Rs. 2 per annum and 
the D.A. of ks. 20 is being given to him from June 1964. The previous 
D. A. was Rs. 12 per month . He has categorically affirmed that he must 
get an enhanced D. A , on a par with the rise in the cost of living. 

In the cross -examination he has admitted that he is getting two rupees 
increment from the date ofappointment per year. He has admitted that 
from June 1964 when he was given an enhancement of Rs. 8 he has under 
stood that it is the enhancement of D. A. 

9. WW3 is Shri T. J. Antony, who is a Pharmacist in M /s. English 
Company since 15 years. The present salary is Rs. 60. He is not getting 

He is not getting any increment since two years. He has 
complained about the non-payment of the increment to the Union . His 
prayer is for payment of D. A. on a par with the increase in the cost of living. 
According to him three out of 5 employees in the concern are members of the 
Union and all the three had complained to the Union and the Union has 
taken their case by inaking a decision of the general body. 


any allowan 
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In the cross -examination he has affirmed that he has become a member 
of the Commercial Employees Union ten years back and has never become 
a member of any other Union during this period . He has also affirmed that 
although the Sherthallai Union has approached them nobody from English 
Company accepted membership of that Union and none of them has 
authorised the Sherthallai Union to intercede for and on behalf of them 
with the Management. He has deposed that his initial salary was Rs. 30 
per mensem and thereafter he was given an incrementof Rs. 5 per year for a 
period of three years and then Rs. 2 50 per year as increment. The last 
increment given to him was in the year 1961. Hehas pointed out that the 
5 employees are the permanent employees and excluding them , there is a 
part-time clerk, part- time typist, part-time accountant and two boys for 
part-timework . 

10. WW4 is Shri K. L. Thomas, who is a Pharmacist in M /s. Trading 
Company since 31 years. His present salary is Rs. 76. His work is dispen 
sing and sale. 

He has added that they are not getting any annual incre 
ment since a few years. He has pointed out that for appointment as a 
Pharmacist one should have 5 years experience and licence. Since Medam 
1139 M. E he is getting 8 rupees as allowance on the basis of a licensed 
pharmacist. He has affirmed that this payment of allowance has not been 
pursuant to their submission of demands. The number ofemployees in the 
concern is 6 out of which 4 are monthly salaried and 5 out of the 6 
employees are the members of the Commercial Employees Union . He has 
asserted that it has become impossible for him and his family to have a 
livelihood by the meagre salary that is being given to him . 

In the cross-examination he has deposed that 5 employees out of the 6 
have submitted a joint demand to the Management but in the letter only 3 
have put their signatures because the other two were out of station on the 
date . The copy of the letter which was given to the Management was pro 
duced and marked as ExtM3. He has agreed that at one time he was a 
member of the Sherthallai Union . 

But hehas affirmed that he has never 
authorised them to intercede for and on behalf of him with the Management. 
He has declared that he was getting Rs. 7 as his initial salary. In the re 
examination he has asserted that he has joined the Sherthallai Union only 
once and that was three-four years back . 

11. WW5 is Shri Joseph, who is a cigarette salesman in M /s. Trading 
Company. According to him he is working there since 7 years . 

He is a 
daily rated worker getting 24 rupees per day except on holidays and on days 
of leave. He has affirmed that he is not getting any D : A. or bonus. His 
prayer is for making him a monthly salaried employee and for obtaining all 
the amenities that are enjoyed by the other workmen . The learned counsels 
for the Management No. 2 and 3 cross -examined him at length . He has 
admitted that in Trading Company there are 6 employees who are monthly 
salaried . He has also admitted that there is no record to show that he is 
receiving wages from the Company and further admitted that he 
does not know whether there is any record to show that he is under 
the employment of Trading Company. He has pointed out that him 
self and Augustine Gonzago are salesmen in the Company and Mr. Gonzago 
is also a daily rated worker. Hehas deposed that his work is to take cigaret 
tes from the Company and to distribute them among the customers who are 
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the shop. keepers. He has pointed out that since lt r onts he is given a 
commission for selling charmirar cigarettes and there is no comn is on for 
the sale of other cigarettes. The commission for the charminar ciga ettes is 
at the rate of 15 paise per thousand cigarettes. Eut ke has to sell the 
other cigarettes upto a certain minimum quantity in order to receive 
24 rupees wages and thereafter for the sale of charminar cigare to the cor 
mission specified above is given to him . The court questioned him wletler 
he will be getting his 24 rupees wages if he does not sell the other cigarettes 
and he has answered that since 11 months lie was not getting thewages if 
there was no sale . Again for a pointed question whether he was getting 
24 rupees wages previous to this reference eten if he did not sell the other 
cigarettes, he has answered that he was getting. He has admitted in the 
further cross-examination that although he has complained to the Manage 
ments orally he has not filed any written complaint den anding that he 
should be made a monthly salaried employee. He has further a serted that 
he was given 24 rupees wages per day even on Sundays by the Company till 
14 months before the date of his examination . But since the said 14 months 
he is not getting 24 rupees on Sundays and only if he seis cigarcties to the 
tune of a certain minimum quantity he was given 24 rus ees plus the com 
mission for charminar cigarettes. He has also admitted that he has not filed 
any complaint before the court for the said change of conditions of service . 
He has added that there are 3 whole-sale cigarette shops in the Alleppey 
Town and some of the shops are giving commission to the salesnan at the 
rate of 20 paise for thousand players and 30 paise for thousand goldflakes, 
15 paise for thousand charminar, 20 paise for thousand passing shows and 
16 paise per 500 Wills cigarettes. The court again qi estioned him whether 
the said employees in the other shops are getting 2 rupees wages and the 
witness answered that they are rot getting so since they are not carrying 
cigarettes themselves and selling it to customers like himself. 

12. WW6 is Shri Augustine, who is a cigarette salesman in Ms. Trading 
Company since 8 years. He has also asserted that he is getting 24 rupees 
wages per day. He has admitted that he is getting 15 paise commission for 
sale of thousand cigarettes. He has asserted that he will not be getting a 
reduction of wages if his sale is lesser. He has pointed out that there is no 
such system of sales of cigarettes by carrying the same from the Company to 
the customers in any of the whole- sale shop . He has also admitted that he 
is not getting any D. A. or bonus. His prayer is that he should get all the 
amenities that are being enjoyed by the other employees in the concern . 

In the cross-examination by the learned counsel for Managerrent Nos. 2 
and 3 he has admitted that himself and Joseph are the two salesmen in the 
Trading Company and their conditions of service are the same. Hehas 
admitted that there is no record to show that he was appointed as Salesma:: 
He has also admitted that there is no record to show that he is receiving 
24 rupees as wages per day. Hehas pointed out that the 15 paise con mis 
sion is for charminar cigarettes. Themaximum remuneration received by 
him per day is Rs. 5 and the minimum is Rs. 21. He has pointed out further 
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that cycles are being supplied by the Management Company for carrying the 
cigarettes for sale. He has denied that he is a commission salesman . In the 
re -examination be has further asserted that the commission basis was intro 
duced only after this dispute was referred . 

13. WW7 is Shri Varghese Thundiyil, who is the General Secretary of the 
Commercial Employees Union . He has deposed in the chief-Examination 
as follows: 

“ The employees concerned in this dispute are members of the Com 
mercial Employees Union and I am the Secretary of the Union since ten 
years. The concerned employees are members of the Union since . 1953. I 
have interceded for and on bebalf of the workmen with the Management 
even before this dispute was raised . The copy of the letter sent to the three 
Managements from the Union o : 9-1-1964 is marked as Ext WI. In the 
general body meeting referred to in Ext. W1, 5 employees from the Trading 
Compary, 4 from English Company and 5 from Swamy and Company were 
present. The Managements have not given any reply to Ext. Wi letter . 
The letter i eccived from the District Labour Officer foi pariicipating in the 
conciliation conference is marked as Ext. W2. In Ext W2 conference the 
Managements were not present. The second notice of the District Labour 
Officer to participate in the conciliation conference dated 17-4-1964 is 
marked as Ext.W3. Even in this conference the Managements were absent. 
The contentions in the statements of the Union are correct " . 

The learned counsel for the Management No. 1 Cross- examined him 
first . Even at the outset he has affirmed that the workmen concerned were 
invited for the general body meeting held on 6.4-1964 by notice. He has 
also asserted that the 6-4-1964 meeting has got micutes and it was not 
produced since the Management did not want the same. He has unambi 
guously afiirmed that no other Union has interfered with regard to the 
demands put forward on 9-4-1964 . He has admitted that Swamy and 
Company is paying 10 % of basic wages as D. A. since the reference of this 
dispute. He has asserted that there are no other concerns in the town of 
Alleppeywhich can be treated as comparable concerns with the Manage 
ments. But there are a few smaller establishments which really purchase 
articles from these Companies. According to him the salary scale prevalent 
in the other concerns are better than tho e in the Management s concerns . 
For example , in Pooppally Medical Store and in Geetha Medical Store the 
salary scale is higher. The Compounder in Pooppally Medical Store one 
Mr. Vargheese is getting Rs. 200 per irensem as salary . Heis geeting a 
considerable amount as bonus per year. He has further affirmed that this . 
Union has interfered with the Management in the que tion of bonus for the 
year 1958 and the matter was settled and the signed settlement is available 
with the Union . 

The learned counsel for the Managements Nos. 2 and 3 cross-examined 
him further. In the cross-examination he has deposed as follows: 

“ We have got bye-laws for our Union and it shall be produced if 
necessary. There is a membership register for the Union . In Ext. W2 


notice the three Managements and the Sherthallai Union are shown 25 
parties and the Commercial Employees Union is given only a copy of the 
notice. The members of this Union have not become themembers of the 
other Union . There is not a single shop in the Alleppey town which is 
giving lesser wages than theminimum wages to their employees. I have not 
seen the turnover of the Managements. I do not know about the yearly 
tunover ofthe Managements and have not seen the profit and loss account. 
English Company is not paying any D. A. and in the Trading Company after 
the reference of this dispute a nominal D. A.is being paid. It is about 8 or 
10 % of the basic salary . I do not know the conditions of service of 
employees in the other foreign liquor shops in the Alleppey town. There are 
certrin other cigarette agencies in the town. The terms and conditions of 
service of those employees are not known to me. These two shops are run 
by M /s. 15 Pola Reddiar and Appachan . Mr. Pola Reddiar is having two 
employees in his shop who are getting Rs. 90 including D , A. The employee 
in the other shop is getting Rs. 75 and batta . The employees of Pola 
Reddiar are getting bonus also . I do not konw about the turnover and 
financial capacity of the said shops." 

In the re-examination he has admitted that only the employees of the 
concerned Managements are members of the Union . He has pointed out 
that there are no other establishments in the Alleppey Town wlich are 
having the joint business ofdispensing medicine, wholesale sale of cigarettes 
and sale of foreign liquor together. When Ext. Wl meeting was held , the 
concerned workmen were not members of any other Union . In Ext. W2 
and W3 conferences the only Union representative present was the Union 
representative of the Commercial Employees Union . M /s. Trading 
Company has not paid D. A.with the concurrence of the Union . 

14. MW1Shri J. J. Lobo, is the Proprietor of M /s. Swamy & Co. In 
the chief-examination he has pointed out that in Ext. Wi letter the only 
demand raised against him is the demand for D. A., at the rate of 25 % of 
the basic salary. He has affirmed in all force that he had been prying D. A. 
at the rate of 20 to 25 % approximately. Exts. MI and M2 are WagesRegis 
ters ofhis establishment. He has emphatically asserted that the financial 
capacity of his concern would not warrant a further increase in the D A. 
Ext.M4 is a statement showing the financial position in the year 1139. He 
has added that the scope of business in Alleppey is very dim and that he 
expected Rs. 50,000 down in his turnover for 1140 M.E. As an answer to a 
leading question he has affirmed that there is no chance to have any future 
prosperity. It was also deposed that he is giving better wages than any other 
comparable concerns like the English Company. 

In the cross-examination he has deposed that he does not know the exact 
amount of salary that is given to the employees in the English Company. 
He has quite bluntly deposed that since the employees have requested for 
D. A. he has given an increase in D. A.without consulting with the emplo 
yees or their Union . He has also flatly denied that he has anything to do 
with the Union . But he has unambiguously admitted that there were settle 
ments in the matter of bonus between himself and the Commercial Emplo 
yees Union previously .

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15. MW2 Shri K.Mathew Varghese, is the Proprietor of M /s. Trading 
Company . He has de posed as follows in the chief examination : 

" Our main business is in cigarettes and in English medicines. Weare 
whole-sale dealers in cigarettes. The profit we get in the wholesale business 
in cigarettes is 13 % . We are selling cigarettes not only from our shops but 
we also take them around and sell them to 
customers. 

There are two 
persons now who are selling cigarettes by taking them around. We entrust 
them at a time about hundred rupees worth of cigarettes. 

But they are 
selling 500 rupees worth of cigarettes per day per head . The commission 
given to them is on the basis of the varieties. They are getting 5 to 6 rupees 
as commission per day . The present two persons are selling cigarettes thus 
since 2-24 years. The annual turnover for cigarettes come upto 12 lakhs of 
rupees. The sale of English medicines is being done by our staff in the esta 
blishment. We have got 4 staff members. They are M /s. Sunny Lopez, 
Thomas, Varghesc and Ramaswamy. Ramaswamy and Sunny Lopez are 
Accountants. There are two other wholesale cigarette shops which are com 
parable to our concern . The proprietors of the suid two shops are M /s. 
Appachan and Pola Reddiar. Their sale of cigarettes also is on commission 
basis . The cigarette agency will be stopped as and when the principal Com 
pany decides to stop the same. The agency of Shri E. P. Eapen of Trivan 
drum and Shri A. S : Bava of Ernakulam were cancelled by the principal 
Company. Wewere having foreign liquor business also which we stopped 
from April Ist of 1965. The Company s Register of Employment is marked 
as Ext, M5. In Ext. M5 the attendance of 4 staff members are marked . 
The wage book of the Company is marked as Ext. M6. In Ext. M6 the 
salary and D. A. paid to the staff are recorded . The staff have signed 
against the salary column of each of them . Three of the staff members have 
given a complaint demandirg D. A. We are paying all the amenities as per 
the Minimum Wages Act to the staff ofthe concein . We have no capacity 
to pay anything more to staff than what we are paying at present. ( This 
answer was elicited by a leading question )." 

In the cross -examination this witness has deposed as follows : 

" I have got the agency of Berkely, Scissors, Charminar and Players 
cigarettes. For 1000 cigarettes of Berk - ly and Scissor brands the commis 
sion is 20 paise each and for Cha minar it is 15 paise per thousand. I deny 
the suggestion that this commission system was introduced only after the 
reference of this dispute. I have got no record to show that the commission 
was paid before 1964. As and when the said persons present themselves for 
work we entrust them cigarettes for sale. I deny that the said persons 
are given Rs. 27 per day on days when there are no cigarette sales 
or on lean sales days. I have cigarette sales at Sherthallai Town . I do not 
know whether the salesmen in Appach an s shop are monthly paid or not. 
also do not know whether salesmen in Pola Reddiar s sho also are monthly 
paid or not. I have fixed a retailprice and this is the price at which these 
two persons are expected to sell the cigarettes. But I do not know whethier 
they are selling cigarettes at the specified rate or not. In the town the petty 
shop keepers sell cigarettes at various rates. I have provided with cycles to 
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the salesmen ofmy shop . I cannot say anything about the total turnover 
for the year 1139. I also cannotsay whether the turnover in the year 1140 
is much larger than that of the year 1139. I also do not know whether in 
the year 1140 the drug sales have improved by ten thousand rupees more than 
the previous year. As per the complaints of these employees several notices 
were issued from the Labour Office intimating of the conferences to be held 
there, in connection with the dispute . But I have not attended any of these 
conferences . The Union also has given me a charter of demands for and on 
behalf of these employees. But I have not given any reply . In Ext. M6 in 
the first page payment of salary for the months of Kumbhom and Meenam 
of the year 1159 are shown . We have not given specific D. A Butthe D.A. 
is merged with the basic salary. During Medom 1139 Shri K. L. Thomas 
was given 8 rupees as D. A. 

16. MW3, Shri P. C. Thomas, is the Manager of M /s. English Com 
pany. He has deposed that he has got 27 years of service under the Manage 
ment and he is the Manager since 3 years. In the shop there are 4 more 
staffmembers excluding himself. In the Company the business carried on is 
that of drugs. Over and above the drugs business sales of toilets, tooth pastes, 
powder etc., are also done. Out ofthe 4 staff members one is cashier, the 
other is a clerk and the 3rd and 4th are attenders. Wages book , attendance 
register etc., are maintained in the shop. Ext. M7 is the Attendance 
Register for the year 1965. Ext. M8 is the salary book for the year 1961. 
In Ext. M8 the staff members have affixed stamp and signed them as and 
when they received the salary . In the year 1964-65 the turnover was more 
than Rs. 5 lakhs. In the said year the Company has incurred a loss of 
Rs. 3,000 . The loss has been incurred because the Proprietor was laid up 
with iilness and so the business could not be properly carried on . 

The turn 
over for the next year is about six lakhs of rupees and for that year the 
Company has made a profit of Rs. 3,000 . The commission for the whole 
sale business is 2 to 3 percent. It is not possible to enhance the remunera 
tion of the staff at present taking into consideration the financial capacity 
and stability of the concern . 

This witness was cross-examined at length by the Uuion . He has 
deposed as follows in the cross-examination : 

“ We have received Ext. Wi letter from the Union and we have shown 
our willingness to comply with the same. After the reference of this dispute 
we have given enhancement of allowance on several occa ions. We have 
been increasing allowance because we were convinced that the salary given 
to them was meagre. We were also giving increment to the employees. 
But the increment is not given after the demise of the Proprietor. But we 
are giving enhanced allowance now . Shri V. P. John was given Rs. 45 as 
salary in the year 1961 October which consisted of the basic wages as well as 
D. A. But there is no record to show that within this Rs. 45 allowance also 
is included . Wehave been giving increment up to July 1962. Since 1962 
July upto November 196+ we have not paid any enhanced salary to any of 
The employees . Wehave not intimated our willingness to do anything as per 
Ext. Wi letter to the Union . Wehave not made any reply to Ext. WI. 
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We have not participated in the conference held by the District Labour 
Officer although he has invited us. There were settlementswith the Com . 
mercial Ewployees Union previously on the matter of bonus. Wehave not 
been informed by record that our employees have joined the Shestallai 
Union . My salary is Rs. 300 per mensem which is inclusive of allowance.” 

17. MW4 is Shri Padmanabha Iyer, who is the auditor for M /s. Swamy 
and Company . His deposition can be summarised as follows: 

" I have aud ted the accounts of M /s. Swamy & Co., for the year 
1139 M. E. and have prepared a financial statement showing the financial 
position for the year which is already marked as Ext. M4. 

The closing 
capital is less than the opening capital by about 16 thousand rupees ( elicited 
as an answer to a leading question ). It cannot bear any additional expendi 
ture. ( That also elicited as an answer to a leading question )." 

This witness was cross-examined elaborately by the learned representa 
tive of the Union . He has continued as follows : 

“ We do not prepare statements like Ext. M4 unless it is specially 
requested for by the clients. The opening balance shown as Rs. 2,04,680 is 
worked out by substracting from the total assets of the concern the liabilities 
to outsiders like other dealers , banksetc. It represents the original invest 
ment of the Proprietor plus the accretion of the profits for the last several 
years. The Proprietor has received only Rs. 18,161.37 as mentioned in 
Ext. M4 for his personal use from the income. The ledger for the year 1139 
is marked as Ext. W4. The amounts spent on salary account for the year 
1139 is Rs. 9349. There are two accounts in the name of Mr. Lobo, the 
Proprietor. The No. 1 account comprehends all the drawings made by him 
including those payment of income- tax and other taxes . No. 2 account 
relates to the purchases of goods made by him from the shop for his own 
personal needs. The total of No. 1 account inclusive of the transfer from 
No. 2 account was Rs. 48,566. No. 2 account is at page 121 and No. 1 
accounts are at pages 115 , 116 , 117 , 118, 119, 120 and 122. Out of the said 
amount thirty thousand and odd rupees had been paid towards tax in the 
year 1139 M. E. The break up figures of the amount of Rs. 48,566 shown 
in Ext. W4 are as follows : 

Income- tax for the year 1963-64, Rs. 10,468 
Advance income- tax for 1964-65 Rs. 4,358 
Income- tax ( current tax ) paid 

Rs. 13,808 
Profession tax 

Rs. 472 
Compulsory deposit 

Rs. 1,297 
For personal expenses 

Rs. 18,165 
The income for the year 1139 was Rs. 27,749. The capital at the com 
mencement of the year 1139 was Rs. 2,04,680. The net prcfit in the year 
is Rs. 27,749. The net balance at the end of the year in the accounts is 
Rs. 1,83,863. The closing balance shown in page 132 of Ext. W4 does not 
include the price of stock in trade. The capital appears as a liability in the 
balance sheet while the stock in trade is an asset. The income tax paid 
includes tax in respect of years other than li 39. The income tax includes 
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payments made in respect of income derived from other sources also to a 
small extent. Mr. Lobo was a partner in the firm Hindustan Oil Mills at 
Mangalore. The payment of tax to the tune of Rs. 5138 as shown in page 
115 of Ext. W4 is for the accounting year 1962-63 On page 117 of the same 
bock against January 13, the payment of Rs. 2311 is in respect of ir.come 
from other sources. On the same page an amount of Rs. 2311 paid on 
February 12th is also paid in respect of income from other sources. The 
income-tax has been assessed for the income derived from not only from 
Swamy & Co., but also from other sources like from the above mentioned 
Hindusta Oil Mills, Mangalore. The Proprietor has got an ambassador car 
also . 

In the re-examination the witness bas affirmed that the expenses of the 
car are not included in the personal drawings. 

18. MW5 is Shri N. Sankara Panicker , who is the Auditor of 
M /s. Trading Company since ten years. He has deposed as follows: 

“ I have audited the accounts of M s. Trading Company for the year 
1139. The abstract taken out from the balance-sheet is marked as Ext. 119. 
The capital investment as on 31-12-1139 M. E. is Rs. 45,342. The main 
business of the client is cigarette sales. They were having medicine and 
foreign liquor business also. But they have completely stopped foreign liquor 
business. Even drug and medicine business is also reduced . The Proprietor 
is not given any salary from the income of the firm . The total salary for the 
year 1139 is Rs. 7,577. The percentage of profit on the capital investment 
is 2.2 % Revenue expenditure cannot be increased on the basis of financial 
position of the present. ( This was elicited as an answer to a leading 
question ).” 

In the cross-examination he has continued as follows: 

The Proprietor of the establishment is not doing any work in the 
establishment since 2-3 years. The Proprietor s son is getting a salary from 
the establishment. The net profits roughly for the year M. E. 1140 is 
Rs. 6,000 . In the re-examination he has added that the salary shown in 
Ext. M9 includes the salary of the son of the Proprietor. 

19. MW6 is Shri Rangamani, auditor for the English Company since 
ten years. The financial statement of the firm is marked as Ext. Ald. This 
is the abstract from the balance sheet and book of accounts of the English 
Companyſending 30-6-1964. There is a change in the constitution of the 
firm on 1-2-1964. The net loss incurred by the firm till 1-2-1964 is shown in 
Ext. M10 . The net profit from 1-2-1964 to 30-6-1964 also is shown there. 
The interest on capital is calculated at 8.5 % as per the Bonus Act. The 
Proprietress draws at the rate of Rs. 350 per mont The totalsalary in an 
year of the firm is Rs. 8,200 which includes the salary of the Manager. The 
next year also the profit will be more or less the same. The firm is not in a 
position to incur additional expenditure on the basis of the present financial 
position . 

In the cross-examination he has pointed out that the dissolution of the 
firm had been caused by the expiry of one of the partners. The old partues 
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were father and daughters. The present proprietress is one of the daughters 
of late Mr. Eapen , who was a partner of the erstwhile firm . Ext. M10 
accounts were finalised by about 1965. On the expiry of Mr. Eapen the 
whole business was valued and taken over by one of the partners, the present 
proprietress. The amount due to the retired partners is a liability which was 
borrowed from Banks and paid. The accounting year 1963 was a profit year . 
The turnover for the year 1964 was lesser than that of the year 1963. But 
the turnover for the year 1965 has increased . 

20. The learned representative of the Union and the learned counsels 
appearing for the Managements argued their cases elaborately. The first 
point stressed by the learned counsel for the Management Nos. 2 and 3 is 
that the dispute is not an industrial dispute, but an individual dispute . 
He has affirmed that the Union has not succeeded in establishing that 
substantial number of workmen from cach establishment has supported the 
cause which is necessary according to the ruling reported in 1965 (1) LLJ 668 . 
Further the learned counsel has also pointed out that at the initial stage or 
at the origin of the dispute this Union was not in the picture at all and 
instead another Union was representing the workmen and their only demand 
was enhancement of dearness allowance by 15 % . Thus the present Union 
was not a party to the dispute at its original stage which is very fatal to the 
reference order. He has added that the Managements were not given an 
opportunity to consider the demands placed by the present Union and only 
if there is a demand and a denial a dispute can arise. He has cited the 
ruling reported in 1953 (1) LLJ at page 6 and also the commentary by Patel 
in his book on Industrial Disputes Act at pages 136 and 142. The learned 
representative of the Union rebutted this argument by pointing out that the 
dispute referred is prima facie an industrial dispute in so far as it concerns a 
group of workmen and that it is only in cases where the dispute referred is 
originally an individual dispute , the question whether that dispute has been 
sponsored by a substantial number of workmen in order to convert it into an 
industrial dispute can be mooted . He has also asserted that the onus of 
proof lies with the party raising the objection . 

21. On a perusal of the afore-mentioned arguments of the parties 
concerned, I am constrained to hold that the arguments of the learned 
representative of the Union hasmuch force. The learned counsel for the 
Management Nos. 2 and 3 have cited the ruling of the Supreme Court of 
India reported in 1965 (1) LLJ 668. But this ruling has no real bearing on 
the facts of the instant case. In the said ruling their Lordships have observed 
as follows: 

" In every case where industrial adjudication has to decide whether a 

reference in regard to the dismissal of an industrial employee is 
validly made or not, it would always be necessary to enquire 
whether the Union which has sponsored the case can fairly claim 
their representative character in such a way that its support to the 
cause would make the dispute an industrial dispute . The Union of 
workmen working in one industry may be competent to raise a 
dispute about the wrongful dismissal of an employee engaged in an 
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establishment belonging to the same industry where workmen in 
such an establishment have no Union of their own , and an appreci 
able number of such workmen had joined such other Union before 
their dismissal. In fact, the object of Trade Union movement is to 
encourage the formation of larger and bigger Unions on healthy 
and proper trade union lines and this object would be frustrated if 
industrial adjudication were to adopt the rigid rule that before any 
dispute about wrongful dismissal can be validly referred under 
Section 10 ( 1) of the Act it should receive the support of the Union 
consisting exclusively of the workmen working in the establishment 

concerned ." 
It is clear from the above observation that their Lordships were pointing 
out that the dispute of an individual has to be sponsored by the majority of 
the workmen in the establishment. In the instant case it cannot be denied 
that the dispute has been sponsored by the majority of the workmen in the 
three establishments for and on behalf of the workmen themselves . WW7 
who is the General Secretary of the Commercial Employees Union has 
categorically affirmed that the majority of the employees in all the three 
establishments have joined the Union even as far back as in 1958. He has 
also asserted that this Union has been interfering with the respective 
Managements for redressing the grievances of the workmen even before the 
initiation of this dispute. MWI Mr. Lobo who is the Proprietor of M /s. 
Swamy and Company has also unambiguously admitted that there were 
settlements for bonus with the Commercial Employees Union previously . 
MW3 Sri P. G. Thomas, Manager of M /s. English Company has also 
admitted so . Therefore the representative capacity of the Union as well as 
the fact of enlistment of the major portion of cmployees in the said Union as 
members cannot be denied . In the light of the above facts the argumentof 
the learned counsel for the Management Nos. 2 and 3 that it is an individual 
dispute and not an industrial dispute cannot be countenanced . The argu 
ment is utterly baseless when it is considered that this is not a dispute created 
by an individual employee of the establishments but by the large majority 
of the three establishment respectively. Again , the ruling reported in 
1953 ( 1) LLJ page 6 and also the commentary about the same by Mr. Patel 
in his book on Industrial Disputes Act at pages 136 and 142 have no bearing 
on the facts of this case. The spirit of the said ruling is that the dispute 
contemplated by Section 2 (k ) is a controversy in which the workmen are 
directly and substantially interested . " It must almost be a grievance felt 
by the workmen which the employer is in a position to remedy. Both the 
conditions must be present, it must be the grievance of the workman himself 
and it must be a grievance which the employer as an employer is in a 
position to remedy or set- right" . 

the instant case the demand has been 
placed by the Commercial Employees Union by Ext. Wi notice . It is 
admitted that the Managements have not made any reply to the said 
demands. Ext. W2and W3 are notices of conciliation conferences proposed 
to be held by the District Labour Officer. It is also admitted that all the 
three Managements did not participate in the conferences. Therefore the 
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allegation that the Managements were not given time to consider about the 
demands etc., is utterly untrue. The Managements had ample time to 
consider about the demands and had time enough to make either a denial or 
an acceptance which they have refused to do. The fact that the demand 
has been made is admitted . The fact that the grievances could be remedied 
by the Managements concerned cannot be denied also . Therefore all the 
ingredients indispensably necessary for raising a dispute are present in the 
instant case. The allegation of the learned counsel for the Management 
Nos. 2 and 3 that the dispute was raised by another Union and the fact is 
very fatal to the reference order etc., do not deserve consideration . It is 
evident that Ext. W2 conference was convened by the District Labour 
Officer pursuant to the demand by the Sherthallai Union . But Ext. W3 
conference was convened in pursuance of the demands put forward by the 
Commercial Employees Union . On this score the oral testimony ofWW7 
givesmuch light. He hasaffirmed that Ext. Wl notice was sent on 9-4-1964. 
But even before that, the Sherthallai Union has placed a demand for 
enhancement of D. A. to the tune of 15 % and the District Labour Officer 
was proposing to convene a conference . It was at this juncture Ext. WI 
notice was sent and the workers informed the District Labour Officer that 
the Sherthallai Union had nothing to do with the case and it is the 
Commercial Employees Union which represents them . Accordingly the 
District Labour Officer issued a notice of the conference ( Ext. W2) on 
10-4-1964 putting the date of the notice as 7-4-1964 and inviting the Com 
mercial Employees Union also to participate in the conference . The 
learned counsels for the Managements could not discredit the veracity of this 
version of ww7 by their cross-examination . Further, on a persual of 
Ext. W2 notice it is seen that the date 10th of April 1964 was struck off and 
7th of April was over- written . Further WW7 has unambiguously affirmed 
that even in the first conference the first Union was absent and in the second 
conference the Commercial Employees Union was the only party present. 
Therefore even if another Union has been making representation about these 
workmen without really having the right of representation , the fact that this 
dispute has been raised by Ext. Widemand of the Commercial Employees 
Union and the further intervention of the Labour Department cannot be 
denied . Thus the allegation of the learned counsel for Management Nos . 2 
and 3 that the intervention of another Union at the outset is fatal to the 
reference order etc., cannot hold water . 

22. In the light of my discussion above I hold that this dispute is an 
industrial dispute pure and simple and not an individual dispute at all . 

23. As far as the merits of the dispute are concerned the first issue is 
" annual increments to the workmen " . It is admitted that employer No. 1 
has been granting annual increments. Employer No. 3 has admitted that 
annual increments have been given upto the year 1962 and thereafter it was 
stopped . The learned representative of the Union has emphatically asserted 
thatwhen 2 out of the 3 Managements have been paying annual increments 
the contention of the other employer that he cannot pay any increment in 
salary because of his financial debility cannot be countenanced . Similarly 
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employer No. 3 having admitted that increments were paid every year upto 
1962 cannot be allowed to discontinue a benefit which has by the passage of 
time become a condition of service. 

24. The contentions of Managements Nos. 2 and 3 are that they have no 
financial capacity to pay any annual increments or enhanced D. A. They 
have further contended that the salary paid by them to their employees 
compare favourably with the salary paid to similar workmen in similar 
establishments. It was also pointed out by the learned counsel for Manage. 
ment Nos. 2 and 3 that it was the bounden duty of the Union to disprove 
the same by adducing tangible evidence. The learned counsel asserted that 
the financial debility of the Managements are evidenced by Exts . M9 and 
M10, which would show that any addition of revenue expenditure will ruin 
the said Managements and MW2 and MW3 have unambiguously affirmed 
the same in their sworn statements. The learned counsel further pointed out 
that the Union has not cross- examined MW2 and MW3 on this score and 
therefore it must be presumed that the Union has accepted as to the financial 
incapacity of the Managements at present and therefore the employees are 
not entitled to any increment or enhanced dearness allowance. 

25. The learned representative of the Union has rebutted this argument 
and asserted that the salary that is being paid now to the employees con 
cerned are merely starvation wages and the Managements cannot bank upon 
financial debility or incapacity in the matter or payment of annual incre 
ments since the needs of the employees have increased year after year and the 
skill of the employees has also increased so that they are putting more and 
more service in the industry . He has affirmed that it is only just and 
reasonable that the annual increments should be given to them as per 
the Union s prayer in their claim statement. In the claim statement ihe 
Union has prayed for annual increments to be paid to the employees on the 
following basis 
For the first 10 years of service 

Rs. 2 
For the next 5 years of service 

Thereafter 
26. As mentioned above it is admitted that Management No. 1 is paying 
annual increment. But it has not come in evidence how much increment the 
Management is paying to its employees. As far as Management No. 3 is 
concerned increments upto 1962 were admittedly paid by them . Thereafter 
admittedly they are not giving any inerement. As far as ManagementNo. 2 
is concerned the employees are not given any increment at all. 

On a perusal 
of the oral testimony of both the Union s witnesses as well as the Manage 
ment s witnesses it is clearly seen that there are no comparable concerns to 
the three Managements concerned in this dispute in and around the town 
of Alleppey . Even according to MWI Mr. Lobo the Pooppally Medical 
Store and the other similar_concerns are smaller concerns compared to 
M /s. Swamy and Company. Therefore the question of comparable concerns 
and region -cum -industrywise basis cannot be imported in the instant case. 
Since it is more or less accepted that there are no other comparable concerns 
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to the three Managements in the area the ruling cited by the learned counsel 
for the Management cannot be considered in this case. Further in the matter 
of increment the questions whether the concerns are larger or smaller and 
whether the concerns are making huge profits or meagre profits do not 
deserve much consideration and so I hold that these employees who are 
really getting only meagre salaries should be given annual increments at 
least to a smaller extent. The claim of the Union as shown above is Rs. 2 
for the first 10 years, Rs. 4 for the next 5 years and Rs. 7 thereafter . I do 
not think that this demand is exhorbitant. Yet taking the various facts and 
circumstances of the case into consideration I hold that a minimum of Rs. 2 
as annual increment for the employees of all the three concerns for the first 
10 years, a minimum of Rs. 3 as annual increment for the employees for the 
second 5 years and a minimum of Rs. 5 thereafter should be paid by the 
three Managements. If any of the employees in the concerned three esta 
blishments at present are getting a better rate than what is prescribed by me, 
that rate of increment shall continue in their case. 

27. Ext. Wi demand is dated 9-4-1964 . But even in Ext.W1 the annual 
increment is demanded with retrospective effect from 1962 onwards. The 
dispute is referred to this court for adjudication on 24-7-1964. According to 
their Lordships of the Supreme Court even if the award is passed on a parti 
cular issue with effect from the date of reference it is not considered to be in 
retrospective effect. Yet considering the fact that afterall these establish 
ments are only medical shops-cum - cigarette shops I hold that the annual 
increment awarded by me shall take effect from 1-1-1965 onwards. " The 
issue is found accordingly . 

28. Issue No. 2 is " placing the workmen on monthly salaries" . Although 
WW7 the General Secretary of the Commercial Employecs Union has 
deposed that this issue concerns No. 1 and No. 2 Managements nothing is 
really mentioned against No. 1 Management as far as this issue is concerned . 
It is really on Management No. 2 that the Union has concentrated its 
attention. With regard to issue No. 2 the concerned workmen are two 
cigarette salesmen attached to Management No. 2 and they are the persons 
who are to be placed on monthly salary basis. These two persons were 
examined as WW5 and WW6. Both the persons have deposed that they 
were given 24 Rupees per day as wages irrespective of the number 
of cigarettes sold by them taking them in a cycle to the various 
customers till this dispute was referred and after they reference of this 
dispute they are given 24 rupees only when they sell a certain quantity 
of cigarettes and for the sale of cigarettes over and above the quantity they 
are given a commission which varies as the brand of the cigarette varies. 
Further, they are given wages only when they do work whereas they were 
given 24 % rupees even on Sundys previous to the reference of this dispute . 
Anyhow the fact that they are also working on commission is more or less 
admitted and I find that the present state of affairs are more beneficial to 
these two workers than if they are put on monthly salaried basis. Therefore 
I hold that theso two cigarette salesmen 

may continue as such in 
M /s. Trading Company. 
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29. The third and the last issue is grant of " enhanced dearness allowance" . 
According to the learned counsel for the Management No. 1 .1/3. Swamy 
and company is paying dearness allowance to its employees ranging from 10 
to 29.57 % of their basic salary . Any further increment is opposed since 
according to hin their financial capacity would not allow them to have any 
further additional burden . Here also the question of financial capacity has 
come in . Ext. Mi is the statement of accounts showing the accounting year 
1139 M. E. Thenet profit as per profit and loss account is shown as 
Rs. 27,749.74 . But after deduciing interest on capital and income tax for 
the year the balance left over is shown as Rs. 7,145 : 14 . 

30. MW4 is the auditor who has audited the accounts of M /s. Swamy and 
Co., for the year 1139 M. E. He has marked Ext. W ledger. The 
deligent cross- examination of this witness by the learned representative of the 
Union hasbrought out the fact that the Proprietor has been drawing 
Rs. 48,566.04 for his own use out of which 30 thousand and odd rupees has 
been paid towards taxes in the year 1139 M. E , and 18 thousand rupees were 
taken for his personal use. MW4 has pointed out that the break up figures 
of the amount of Rs. 48,566 are as follows:

The net profit for the year was Rs. 27,749. It was admitted by MW4 
that the taxes paid includes tax paid in respect of the years other then 1139. 
He has also admitted that the income tax was paid for some income derived 
from other sources also . He has further admitted that the extrancous 
income is from Hindustan Mills, Mangalore in which MWI the Proprietor 
of Swamy and Company is a partner. Anyhow without going into the 
details of the accounts it can be gathered that the accounts produced by 
M /s. Swamy and Company is not completely confined to the concern as 
such . Therefore it is not safe on my part to depend upon the accounts pure 
simple. Similarly MW5 is the auditor of Ms. Trading Company and 
and he has marked Ext. M9 abstract of the balance sheet for the your 
1139 M. E. This witness has pointed out that the concern has made a small 
profit for the year 1139 and at the sametime he has admitted that the con 
cern has made a larger profit for the year 1140 M. E. As an answer to a 
leading question in the chief examination it was elicited from him that the 
concern cannot brar further financial burden . It was also admitted that 
the son of the Proprietor is getting Rs. 300 as salary from the concern . 
Shri Rangamay is the auditor for the English Company and he has marked 
Ext. M10 which is the financial statement prepared by him from the balance 
sheet and profit and loss account of the Company It was pointed out that the 
Company has incurred a net loss for the period from 1-7-1963 to 1-2-1964 , but 
has secured a profit from 1-2-1964 to 30-6-1964 which could cover the said 
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loss and have a further balance. He has also admitted that the Proprietress 
is drawing a salary at the rate of Rs. 350 per mensem . He has pointed out 
that in the next year also the profit will be more or less the same and added 
that the firm is not in a position to incur further additional expenditure 
Even if these statements are taken to be the gospel truth I do not find any 
reason why the employecs should notbe given at least a tolerably fair dearness 
allowance since it is an admitted fact that the cost of living has increased 
enormously from the year 1962 onwards. Their Lordships of the Supreme 
Court have held in a famous ruling that the mere passage of time and 
revolutionary changes would be sufficient to convince any right thinking man 
of the need for enhancement of emoluments which on the face of it is far 
below the living standard and mostly also below the fair standard 
provided the industry could bear the additional burden . Although the 
Management switnesses havcdeposed that the Managements are not in a posi 
tion to incur any further financial burden , those merc baid statements can 
not be relied on in toto, since all the three Managements have more or less ad 
mitted that they are making small profits every year and have never incurred 
continuous loss. Therefore it is only just and reasonable that the spiralling 
up of the cost of living should be taken into consideration especially in the 
matter of time-rated employees and a fair D. A. considering also the financial 
aspects of the concerns, is given to the employees concerned . 

31. Of the three Managements No. 1 Management M /s. Swamy and 
Company is admittedly giving D. A. ranging from 10 to 29 % . This discri. 
mination is apparently not based on any principle and so there is an outcry 
from among the employees that the Management is showing discrimination 
to the employees. Similarily Management Nos. 2 and 3 are also now paying 
D.A. but not based on any principle. The demand of the Union is 25 % 
of the basic wages as fixed D.A. and a variable D. A. of 10 paise per point 
over hundred point of the cost of living index of Alleppey. This demand 
although is not exhorbitant cannot be allowed in toto since the concerns are 
only shops and cannot be considered on a par with factories and other manu 
facturing concerns, so that the demand of variable D. A.is out of place and 
out of tune and so cannot be allowed . As far as the fixed D. A. is concerned 
I hold that the following rates will be only fair and just : 

For en ployees drawing basic A fixed D. A. of Rs. 15 shall be 
salary up to Rs. 60 per

nation . 
For those who are drawing 30 % of the basic salary shall be 

basic salary over and above paid as fixed D. A.

But for those employees who are getting more than these rates of D. A , if 
any , in any of the three establishments , this decision will not be a bar for 
getting the same in continuity . 

32. This demand also is made by the Union with retrospective effect. 
Ext. Wi as mentioned above is dated 9-4-1964. The demand of enhance 
ment of D. A. is to be with effect from this date. But considering the 


mensem 
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various aspects of this case and the financial capacties of the concerns 
I hold that the D. A. awarded by me shall be with cffect from 1-1-1967. 
The issue is found accordingly. 

33. The award is passed in terms specified above and this award shall 
comeinto force on the expiry of thirty days after its publication in the 
Government Gazette .

3. The Management in its reply statement points out that the existing 
financial condition of the Management does not permit any increase in wage 
rates including dearness allowance, that sick leave can be allowed only as per 
the Rules and that the year 1964-65 has ended in loss and so no profit bonus 
could be claimed for that year. 

4. The case stood posted for evidence. Yesterday, when the case was 
called , the parties filed a Joint Memorandum of Settlement, shown here 
under as Annexure, settling all their differences. 

5. I accept the settlement and pass this award in terms thereof. This 
award shall come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in 
the Government Gazette.

This is a reference by Government by order No. G. O. Rt. No. 3533 / 
66 /HLD . dated 10-10-1956 of the Health and Labour (H ) Department. 
The issue referred is : 

" Reduction proposed in the D. A.”

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The Union has raised a preliminary objection that the Reference is 
barie i under Sec . 19 of the Industrial Disputes Act by reason of the award 
of this Tribunal in Industrial Dispute No 85 of 1964 which was a dispute 
between the same parties and in which the question of Dearness Allowance 
was the subject matter of Issue No. 1. The said Award was passed on 
7th May 1966 and it was published in the Government Gazette of 7th 
June 1966. The present reference is made on 10-10-1966 , during the period 
of operation of that award . TheManagement secks to get over this objection 
on the ground that there was no determination of the dispute regarding 
Dear ness Allowance in I. D. 85 cf 1964 since that issue was not pressed by 
the Union in that case and hence it could not be said that the decision in 
that case would amount to an award so as to comeunder the embargo 
imposed by Sec. 19. 

3. A copy of the award in I. D. 85/64 was produced by the Manage 
ment and it has been marked as Ex. M - 1. The claim of the Union there 
was for (1) revision of wages and Dearness Allowance, (2 ) Gratuity and (3) 
Bonus for the year 1960. These were Issues 1 to 3 respectively. The claim 
fer Bonus was given up even during trial. The claim for enhancement of 
D. A.was not pressed at the time of the hearing. These facts are recorded 

Ex. M - 1. This Court revised the wage scales to some extent and 
disallowed the claim for gratuity. To complete the narration of facts, it 
may also be stated here 

that during the pendency of I. D. 85/64, the 
Management had filed a petition under Sec. 33 of the Act as C. M.P. 
45/65 claiming a reduction in Dearness Allowance after serving the requisite 
statutory notice under Sec. 9- A . The present reference is the outcome 
of that attempt. 

4. In support of the preliminary objection , reliance is placed by 
Sri. M. P. Ramachandran Nair appearing for the union on the decisions 
reported in (1953 ) 2 LLJ 109 (Punjab ) and (1963) 2 LLJ 488 ( A. P.). In the 
case first cited , the award stated :-- 
“ In view of the present position ofthe Company and the present salary 

including D. A : being paid; and the present cost of living, the 
While the said award was still in operation , there was a fresh reference 
of the same matter to the Tribunal. The Management opposed it on the 
ground that the award would constitute a bar. That contention was upheld . 
In the second case, a reference was dismissed for default of appearance of 
the workmen at the enquiry . A second reference was held mairtainable in 
such circumstances . It was observed that there was no award in the first 
instance, in the sense of a determination of the dispute or a resolving of 
the differences. It is pointed out that in the case before us, Ex. M - 1 award 
show tbat the whole basis for the revision of wages was the supposition 
that the existing rate of D. A. would be continued by the Management. 
Reference is made in this connection to paragraphs 6 and 10 of the Award . 
These paragraphs would show that the Management was resisting the 
dercand for increased wages on the ground that the D. A. they were paying 
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would provide sufficient nuetralisation of the increased cost of living as it 
was linked to the cost of living index . It is argued t -ot for the above 
reasons, Ex . M - 1 must be tr -ated as an award the question of D. A. 
which would preclude a fresh reference during the perio1 of its operation : 

5. On the other hand, Sri K. V. R. Shenoi, learned Counsel for the 
Management strenuously argues that this case is directly governed by the 
decision of the Supreme Court in (1965 ) 2LLJ 149 . he relevant facts of 
that case are that certain demands were withdrawn by the workmen in the 
Reference from the purview of the dispute and there was no adjudication 
upon them . It was held that a subsequent reference would not be hit by 
Sec . 19 . 

6. It appears to me that the stand taken up by the Union is more 
correct and sound. Even though the issue relating to D. A. was not pressed 
in I. D. 85/64 , the attitude taken by the Management regarding that issue as 
well as the whole trend of that award would show that the existing rate of 
D. A. will and should continue. That forms the substratum of the award as 
it were. In that way it would cons itute a decision of that dispute . 

7. In the above view , I hold that the presert Reference is not 
competent since the award in I. D. 85/64 is still in force. The reference . 
is accordingly rejected .

CHAPTER I 

GENERAL 
1 . 

Short Title . These regulations may be called the Kerala Sales Tax 
Appellate Tribunal Regulations, 1966 . 

2. Commencement and application . They shall come into force at cnce 
and shall apply, as far as may be, to all pending proceedings. 

3. Forms - The forms in the Appendix hereto shall be used with such 
a riations as circumstances may require . 
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4. Definitions.- ( 1) In these Regulations, unless the context otherwise 
requires , 

( a ) " Act" means the Kerala General Sales Tax Act, 1963; 
(b ) " Chairman " means the Chairman of the Tribunal; 
(c) " interlocutory aplication " means an application to the 

Tribunal in any appeal or proceeding already instituted in the 

Tribunal; 
(d ) " legalrepresentative" means a person who in law represents 

the estate of a deceased person and includes a universal donee, 
or legatee of a part of an estate, or any person held by the 
Tribunal to be the legal representative of a deceased person in 
the proceeding pending before the Tribunal; for the time 

being ; 
(e ) " Member" means a Member of the Tribunal ; 
(f ) " Party" means an appellant, applicant or respondent, as the 

case may be; 
(g) " Pleader ” means any person entitled to appear, act and plead 

in a Principal Civil Court of Original Jurisdiction in Kerala ; 
(h) " principal applications" include appeal memoranda and 

applications for review , restoration and setting aside of or 

abatement; 
(i) " proceeding includes all documents presented to or filed in 

the Tribunal by any party , Commissioner or Officer of the 

Tribunal, other than documents produced as evidence: 
(i) " respondent” means the opponent to an appellant applicant; 
(k ) . " rules" means the rules framed under the Act; 
(1) " Secretary " means the person who is , for the time being 

discharging the functions ofthe Secretary to the Tribunal; 
(m ) " State rep esentative" means an Officer appointed by the 

Government to receive on their behalf notices and orders issued 
by the Tribunal and gene ally to appear, act, plead and file 
any petition before the Tribunal on behalf of the State , and 
includes an officer appointed to act on his behalf, in his 

absence ; 
(n ). “ Tribunal" means the Kerala Sales Tax Appellate Tribunal. 

(2 ) All words and expressions used herein and defined in the Act or 
the rules and notherein -before défined ; shall have the meanings respectively 
assigned to them under the Act or the rules as the case may be. 

5. Gender. - In these regulations the pronoun he and its derivatives 
are used with reference to any person , whether male or female... 

6. Number. - In these regulations, unless the contrary intention appears 
from the context,words importing the singular number include the plural 
number and words importing the plural include the singular number . 

7. Enlargement of time. When any period is fixed or granteł by the 
Tribunal for the doing of any act, the Tribunalmay, in its discretion , subject 
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to the exception herein - after mentioned , from time to time enlarge such 
period, even though the period originally fixed or granted might have 
expired . 
Exception. The periods fixed for application for impleading legal repre 

sentatives , restoration of proceedings and setting aside of 

abatement shall not be enlarged . 
8. Deficiency of fees.- Where the whole or any part of any fee prescribed 
for any document by the law for the time being in force has not been paid , 
the Tribunalmay, in its discretion , at any stage , allow the person by whom 
such fee is payable to pay the whole or part, as the case may be of such fee; 
and upon such paymentthe document in respect of which the fee is payable 
shall have the same force and effect, as if such fee had been paid in the first 
instance 

9. Representatives. — Save as otherwise provided by the Act, the rules, 
these regulations, or by any other law for the time being in force, where any 
appeal preferred or application made or proceeding taken by or against any 
person , then it may be preferred , made or taken by or against any person 
claiming under him . 

10. Form and manner of service of processes.- ( 1) Any notice or summons 
directed to be given to any person shall be in writing and shall be served in 
the modes prescribed in rule 63 of the Kerala General Sales Tax Rules, 1963. 
An acknowledgement containing the signature of the person served or an 
endorsement by postal authorities to the effect that the notice or summons 
was refused shall, unless the contrary is proved, be decmed to be sufficient to 
hold that the notice or summons was duly served . 

(2 ) Where the Tribunal is satisfied that the addressee is evading 
service, it may direct that a copy of the notice or summons be affixed on its 
notice board and another copy on the outer door or some other conspicuous 
part of the addressee s office or place of business or lius : known residence , and 
such service shall be deemed proper. 

( 3 ) Processes other than no ices and summons shall also be in writing 
and shall be served or executed in the mariner prescribed in the code of Civil 
Procedure , 1908 and the Civil Rules of Practice for the time being in force. 

(4 ) Every process shall bear the scal the Tribunal and be issued 
over the signature of the Secretary . 

(5 ) Every process sent by post shall be registered prepaid for ackno 
wledgement: 

(6) Processes served on the recoguised agent or pleader of a party 
shall be as effectual as if the same had been served on the party in person, 
unlcss the Tribunal otherwise dircct. 

(7 ) Service of processes on recognised agents and pleaders shall be 
in the samemanner as in the case of service of processes on the parties. 

11. Pow r to remove diſficulli s. If any difficulty arises in giving effect 
to the provisions of these Regulations, the Tribunal may, as occasion may 
require, do anything which appears it to be necessary for the purpose of 
removing the difficulty . 
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12. Interpretation of regulation. - The Tribunal reserves to itself the 
power to interpret these Regulations and its interpretation shall be final. 


CHAPTER - 11 
HEADQUARTERS, HOLIDAYS, OFFICE HOURS AND LANGUAGE 

13. Headquarters.--- The Headquarters of the Tribunal shall be at 
Trivandrum 

14. Places of hearing :-All appeals and applications shall ordinarily be 
heard at the headquarters: 

Provided that the Chairman may decide that any appeal or application 
be heard at any other place in the State of Kerala . 

15. Office hours and holidays.- The Office of the Tribunal shall observe 
the same office hours and holidays as other public offices of the State provid 
ed that, whenever necessary, the Secretary of the Tribunal may, even during 
holidays, receive papers and pass suitable orders, subject to the other provi. 
sions of these Regulations. 

16. Language. -The language of the Tribunal shall be English . 


CHAPTER - III 

FORM OF PROCEEDINGS 
17. Form of Appeal Memoranda etc.- (1) All memoranda of appeals and 
applications for review shall conform to the forms prescribed by the Rules. 
Other principal applicationsshall conform as nearly as may be, to the said 
forms. 

(2 ) All memoranda of appeals, applications for restoration and 
review , affidavits and other procedings presented to the Tribunal shall be 
written in blue black ink or typewritten or printed fairly and legibly on sub 
stantial white foolscap folio paper, with an outer margin about 4 Centimetres 
wide and an inner margin about 1.5 Centimetreswide and shall be stitched 
together bookwise . 

18. Cause -title.c -All principal applications, other than memoranda of 
appeals and application for review , shall be headed with a cause- title in form 
A in the Appendix . 

19. Description of contents. - Every proceeding shall also contain immedi 
ately after the cause title, a brief statement of its contents and the provision 
of law under which it is made. 

20. Parties and their description .--The full name, residential address and 
description of each party and if a party appeals, applies or responds in a 
representative character, that fact also shall be set out at the beginning of 
the appealmemorandum and other principal application and the same need 
not be repeated in the subsequent proceedings in the same appeal or appli 
cation . The description shall include the surnameand such other particulars , 
as may be necessary , to identify the person . 
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21. List of documents. - Every appealmemorandum and other principal 
application shall at the foot thereof contain a list of the documents filed 
therewith and it shall be signed by the party or his pleader, or a starement 
signed as aforesaid to the effect that no document is filed therewith 

22. Adding Additional Parties .-- When any person is added as a party or 
representative of a party to an appeal or other proceedings the name, resid . 
ential address and description of such person and his position in the appeal 
or other proceeding shall be entered in the appealmemorandum or principal 
application , as the case may be, in red ink, over the signature of the Secretary 
and in the relevant register. The proceeding under which such an addition 
is made shall also be entered . When fresh parties are brought in , they shall 
be numbered consecutively after the respective category of the parties already 
in the appeal or other proceeding. 

23. Appearance etc. - Any appearance, application or act in or to the Tri 
bunal, required or authorised by law to be made or done by a party may , 
except where otherwise provided , be made or done by the party in person or 
by his authorised agent, or by a pleader on his behalf : 

Provided that any such appearance shall, if the Tribunal so directs, be 
made by the party in person . 

24. Authorised agents . The authorised agents of parties , by whom such 
appearances, applications and actsmay be made or done, are persons hold 
ing power of attorney authorising them to make and do such appearances, 
applications and acts on behalf of such parties. 

25. Parly appearing by agents.- ( 1) When a party, other than the State, 
appears by an agent, the latter shall, before making or doing any appearance, 
application or act in or to the Tribunal, file in the office of the Tribunal, 
the power of attorney or written authority thereunto or a properly authen 
ticated copy thereofauthorising him for the purpose : 

Provided that in the case of pleaders, a vakalathnama executed , 
attested , accepted and dated in the form prescribed for vakalathnama to be 
filed in a civil court of the State, will be sufficient. 

(2) A Pleader proposing to appear in any proceedings before the 
Tribunal, in which there is already a pleader on record , shall not appear 
unless he produces the written consent of the Pleader already ou record, or 
where the consent of such Pleader is refused, unlesshe obtains special sanction 
of the Tribunal. This provision shall apply in the case of Chartered Acco 
untants also . 
26. Signing .- All papers filed before the Tribunal by 

party , autho 
rised agent or pleader will be signed by the person filing the papers with his 
signature above his name superscribed and shall contain the date of signing 
and presentation . 

27. Dockeling.--All proceedings before the Tribunal shall be dcketed 
on the reverse of the final sheet, endorsing the name of the Tribunal, the 
number and year of the proceedings to which they relate, the relief sought, 
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the fee paid or payable, if any, the nameof the person who produces the 
same and the date of production , 

28. Interlocutory applications.- ( 1) Interlocutory applications shall be 
headed with the cause title of the proceedings in Form B in the Appendix . 

(2) Interlocutory applications shall state only the order prayed for 
and shall not contain any statement of facts or argumentative matter . 

( 3) Unless the Tribunal otherwise orders , notice of all Interlocutory 
applications shall be given to the other parties in the proceeding. 

(4 ) Facts required to be proved in Interlocutory proceedings shall, 
unless otherwise provided or ordered , be proved by affidavit. 

CHAPTER IV 

AFFIDAVITS 
29. Form etc. of affidavits.-Every affidavit filed before the Tribunal 
shall be drawn up and authenticated in the manner prescribed by the civil 
Rules of practice for the time being in force . 

CHAPTER V 
DEATH , INSOLVENCY AND ASSIGNMENT 
30. Death .-- If any party to a proceeding dies before the conclusion of 
the final hearing of the same, the Tribunal shall adjourn further proceedings 
to enable the impleading of the legal representatives of the deceased . If the 
application for impleading is not made within 90 days of the date of death 
ofthe party, the proceedings shall abate as regards the deceased. The 
application for impleading may be either by the party interested in getting 
final orders passed on the proceedings or by any legal representative of the 
deceased even though not so interested. 

31. No abatement by reason of death after hearing.There shall be no 
abatement by reason of the death of any party between the conclusion of the 
final hearing , and the passing of the order, but the order may in such cases 
be passed notwithstanding the death of the party and shall have the same 
force and effect as if it had been passed before the death took place. 

32. Determination of legal representative.- If a question arises in any pro 
ceedings as to whether a person is or is not the legal representative of a 
deceased party, the Tribunalmay determine the question summarily after 
taking such evidence as it deemsnecessary , or direct the person asserting to 
be the legal representative to produce an order of a competent court to 
establish his assertion and adjourn the proceedings for the purpose. 

Effect of ment.Wher a pending proceeding abates, no fresh 
proceeding shall be started on the same cause of action . 

34. Setting aside of abatement.- ( 1) Any person bound to apply for 
impleading legal representatives of a deceased party may apply , within 60 
days from the date of abatement, for an order to set aside the abatement; 
and if it is proved that he was prevented by any sufficient cause from con 
tinuing the proceedings, the Tribunalshall set aside the abatement.

( 2) The provisions of section 5 of the Limitation Act, 1963 shall 
apply to applications under sub -regulation (1 ). 

35. Assignment or devolution . If during the endency of any pruceelings 
before the Tribunal,the business of any party thereo is assi :ned to or de 
volves upon someother person either whilly or in pa , tie T.ibunalmay , 
the application of such assignee or person . add in as a party to the 
proceedings. 

36. Insolvency. If a party to a proceeding Lec mes insolvent and his 
estate becomes vested in a Rcceiver or Official Assinee, the lattermay , b) 
leave of the Tribunal, bemade a party to the proceedings 


CHAPTER VI 

COMMISSIONS 
37. Application for issue and return of Commissions. The Tribunal may, in 
any proceedings, issue a Commission for the examination , or interrogatories 
or otherwise, of any person or for examining the accounts or records of any 
person resident within the State. Provisions of order XXVI of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, 1903 and of the Civil Rules of Pract ce as far as practicable 
shall apply to the application for, and issue and return of, Commissions, 


CHAPTER VII 


NEXT FRIEND AND GUARDIAN 
38. Next friend. Every appeal or application by a minor shall be 
instituted in his name by a person who in such proceedings shall be called 
the next friend of the minor . 

39. Guardian . ( 1) Where the respondent is a minor, the Tribunal, on 
being satisfied of the fact of his minority shall appoint a proper person to be 
the guardian of the minor for the processbefo e de Titunel. 

( 2) An order for the appointment of a guardian for the proceedings 
may be obtained upon application in the name and on behalf of the minor 
or by the applicant in the principal application 

(3) Such application shall be supported by an affidavit allirming the 
fact that the proposed guardian has no interest in thematter in controversy 
adverse to that of theminor and that he is a fit person to be so appointed . 

(4) No order shall be made on any application under this 
regulation , except upon notice to the minor and to any guardian of the 
minor appointed or declared by an authority competent in that be 
half, or , where there is no such guardian, upou notice to the father or other 
natural guardian of the minor or when there is no father or other natural 
guardian to the person in whose care the minor is, and after learing obiec 
tions if any which may be urged on behalf of any person served with notice 
under this regulation .

(5 ) Any person acting as next friend or appointed as guardian for a 
proceedings shall, unless his appointment is terminated by retirement, 
removal or death , continue as such throughout such proceedings and those 
arising out of it. 

IVho may act asnext friend or guardian. (1) Any person who is of 
sourd mind and has attained majority may act as next friend of a minor or 
as his guardian for the proceedings : 

Provided that the interest of such person is not adverse to that of the 
minor. 

(2 ) Where a minor has a guardian appointed or declared by compe 
tent authority , no person other than such guardian shall act as the next 
iriend ofthe minor or be appointed as his guardian for the proceedings, 
unless the Tribunal considers for reasons to be recorded , that it is for the 
minor s welfare that another person is permitted to act or is appointed , as 
the case may be. 

(3 ) No person shall , without his consent, be appointed as guardian 
for the proceeding ; 

(4 ) Where there is no other person fit and willing to act as guardian 
for the proceedings, the Tribunal may, on application , appoint any of its 
officers to be such guardian , and may direct that the expenses to be incurred 
by such ofhcer shall be borne by the person making such application . 

41. Retirement or romoval of next friend or guardian . (1) A next friend 
or guardian may retire with the leave of the Tribunal. 

(2 ) For suicient cause, the Tribunalmay suomotu or on application , 
remove him . 

( 3) On the retirement, removal or death of a next friend or guar 
dian , the Tribunal shall, on application , appoint a substitute. 

42. Application of regulotions to persons of unsound mind . The provisions 
contained in Reculations 38 to 41, so far as they are applicable , shall extend 
to persons adjudged to be of unsound inind and to persons who, though not 
so adjudged . are found by the Tribunal, on enqulry , to be incapable , by 
reason of unsoundness of mind or mental infiimity, of protecting their 
interests in the proceedings. 


CHAPTER VIII 


PRESENTATION AND REGISIRATION OF APPEALS ETC. 

43. Presentation . (1 ) Every memorandum of appeal, application and 
other document shall be presented in person by the party, his pleader or 
pleader s registered clerk , guardian , next friend or authorised agent , or 
Chartered Accountant or his articled or audit clerk , as the case may be, to 
the Secretary of the Tribunal, at any tine during Office hours or sent to 
him by registered post, 
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(2) A memorandum of appeal eat hy registered cst inccr sub 
regulation (1) shall be deemed to have bee presented to the secity on 
the day on which it is recived in te oliic of the Tribuni.

44. Registration . (1) On receipt of an appeai mentorandum , the 
Secretary shall endorse thereon the daie of presentation and shall, besides 
affixing the scal of the Tribunal, 1:0le therein its respective serial number 
and the number assigned shall be communica cu to the party Presenting the 
appeal in Form H in the Appendix . Then it shall be entered in a 
register kept for the purpose, except in the case of an a peal which is defec 
tive because of non -compliance of Regulation 13 (1). 

( 2 ) The Secretary shall next examine whether it conforms to the 
requirements of the Act, the rules and these regulations. 

( 3) If the Secretary finds that the arpeal presented to him dors not 
conform , in any particular respect, to the provisions Act, the Rules 
and these Regulations, except in the case of a defect because of roa -com 
pliance of Regulation 43 (1 , he shall make a note the coa teh..t cffeer and 
call upon the party, by a notice in Form C in the Appendix to remedy the 
de eci or defects within a reasonable period to be specified by hits . Tie 
Secretary may, for sullicient cause, extend the period. If the detect or 
defects are remedied within ilie period allowed , the secreters shall fix a date 
for hearing the appeal. In the case of presetation of an appeal not in con 
formity with Regulation 43( 1) , the Secretary shall forthwith return the 
papers to the party piesenting it indicating how the presentation is not in 
accordance with Regulation 43 (1) . 

(4) If the defects are not remcdicd , the Secretary shall report the 
defect or defects to the Tribunal, who may either reject the appeal or fix 
a date for hearing the matter, giving notice thercof in Form D in the Appen 
dix to the parties. 

(5) On the date so fixed or on any adjourned date, the Tribunal 
shall, aftec giving an opportunity to the parties to be heard , either reject the 
appeal or direct further steps. Where tie Tribunal rejects the appeal, 
shall record its reasons for doing so . 

(6) Where an appeal is presented after the period prescribed in the 
Act, it shall be accompanied by a petition supported by an atlidavit setting 
forth the facts on which the appelant relics to satisfy the Tribunal tu..t 
he had sufficient cause for not preferring the appeal withia such period . 
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Such appeal shall not be entertained unless the Tribunal after giving an 
opportunity to the respondentto be heard , is satisfied that the appellant 
had sufficient cause for not preferring the appeal in time. 

(7) If the Secretary finds that the appeal conforms to the require 
ments of the Act, the Rules and these Regulations, or if the Tribunal directs 
further steps in an appeal, he shall without delay, set a date for hearing and 
send intimation thereof to either side in Form in the appendix . Along 
with the notice of hearing issued the respondent, a copy of each of thememo 
randum of appeal and the impugned order shall be sent. 

(3 ) The notice shall call upon the party to appear, either in person 
or through authorised agent or pleader, before the Tribunal at a specified 
time and place and shall declare that in case of delault, the appeal will be 
disposed of ex -parte: 

(9) Whenever any proceeding, other than an appeal, is opposed, 
the grounds of opposition shall be reduced to writing and filed in the 
Tribunal on the fast date of hearing or on any other date to which the 
case may be adjourned for the purpose. 

( 10) Along with every principal application , the applicant or appel 
lant shall file in the Tribunal as many copies thereof as there are respond 
ents and three copies in addition . 

(11) Sub-regulations (1) to (5 ) and (7) to (10) shall apply , as far 
as may be, to all principal applications : 

Provided that even if an application for review is in proper form , notice 
on it shall be ordered only by the Tribunal and that no such application 
shall be dismissed without giving an opportunity to the applicant to be 
heard . 


CHAPTER - IX 


ADJOURNMENT, HEARING AND ORDER 
45. Adjournment and advancement of hearing.- ( 1) On the date fixed for 
hearing any proceeding or on any other date to which the hearing may be 
adjourned , if it is found that notice to any party has not been served , fresh 
notice shall be ordered and the hearing of the case shall be adjourned to a 
convenient date . 

(2 ) If there is no sitting on the date fixed for hearing or if that day 
happens to be a holiday, the case or cases posted to that day shall be 
adjourned to a definite date by the Chairman on the next working day and 
the adjourned date or dates shall be notified in the notice board of the 
Tribunal over the signature of the Secretary . 

(3) The Tribunal may either suo motu or on the application of any 
party and at any stage, adjourn the hearing of any proceedings to a definite 
date. 
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(4 ) Every adjournment granted at a sitting shall be annour forth 
with and any adjournment otherwise granted by the Tribunal shall be noti 
fied in the notice board of the Tribunal over the signature of the Secretary . 

(5) The da e fixed for bearing any proceedings may be advanced 
by the Tribunal, either suo moth or on the application of any party : Notice 
of such application shall be givea to the opposite party before the application 
is heard and if the hearing is advanced to any date , that date shall be anno 
unced at the sitting . 

46. Hearing .-- (1). Where on thedate fixe 1 for hearing or on any other 
date to which the hearing may be adjoursed , any party does not appear 
when the proceeding is called on for Leariag, the Tribunal may dispose of 
the proceedings ex - parte . 

(2 ) On the date fixed for hearing or on any other date to which the 
hearing may be adjourned , the appelant or applicat shall ordinarily be 
heard first in support of the appeal or application . The Respondent, if 
necessary, shall be heard next and in such a case the party beginning shall 
be entitled to reply. 

47. Restoration.- (1) Where a prir.cipal application is disposed of 
ex -parte, any absentee party , if aggrieved , may apply to the Tribunal, within 
30 days from the date of communication of the order, fer restoring such 
proceeding to the file and , where it is shown to the satisfaction of the 
Tribunal that he was prevented by sufficient cause from appearing when the 
proceeding was called on for hearing, the Tribunal shall restore the same 
and proceed with it . 

( 2) The provisions of Section 5 of the Limitation Act, 1963 shall be 
applicable to such applications. 

48. Fresh evidence in appeal.- (1) The parties to an appeal shall not be 
entitled to produce additional evidence, whether oral or documentary, in the 
Tribunal, But if : 
(a) the authority , from whose order the appeal is preferred , has 

refused to admit evidence which ought to have bece admitted, 
(b ) the party seeking to adduce additional evidence satisfies the 

Tribunal that such evidence, rotwithstanding the exercise of 
due diligence, was not within his knowledge or could not be 
produced by him at or before the time the order under appeal 

was passed ; or 
(c) the Tribunal requires any document to be produced or any 

witness to be examined to enable it to decide the case of for 
any other substantial cause, 
thé Tribunal may allow such evidence or document to be pro 

duced or witness to be examined . 
(2) No order for admission of additional evidence shall be passed 
on the application of any party without affording an opportunity to the 
Opposite party to be heard in the matter. 
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(3 ) Where additional evidence is allowed or directed to be produced , 
the Tribunal shall record the reasons for its admission and shall specify the 
points to which the evidence is to be confined . 

(4 ) When either party produces additional evidence, the opposite 
party shall be entitled to produce rebutting evidence. 

(5 ) Wherever additional evidence is allowed to be produced , the 
Tribunalmay either take such evidence or direct the Deputy Commissioner 
or any Assistant Commissioner, or any other Officer, or Commissioner appo 
inted by the Tribunal to take such evidence in the presence of the parties. 
The party calling a witness shall examine him in chiet and the opposite party 
may cross-examine him , in which case the party calling may examine the 
witness in re. 

(6 ) The documents proved in appealshall be oxhibited marking p 
series for the appellant and D series for the respondent and the witnessess 
examined shall be separately numberd serially, designating PW & DW 
respectively . 

(7 ) The evidence of every witness examined before the Tribunal 
shall be taken down in writing by or in the presence and under the personal 
direction and superintendence of the Tribunal. 

49 . Order of the Tribunal.- (1) After the final hearing of every pro 
ceedings the Tribunal shall pass an order, whether immediately or on some 
subsequent date . 

( 2) Every order shall be dated and signed by the Chairman and/or 
members participating. If any participant,. dissents, he shall record his 
opinion and order . 

(3 ) Every order of the Tribunal shall be in writing and shall bear 
the seal of the Tribunal. 

50. Communication . - The Secretary shall commnicate, in the same 
manner as a notice issued , the final orders on all appeals and cther principal 
applications, to the State Representative, the parties and the other persons 
specified in sub- section ( 8 ) of Section 39. 

CHAPTER X 

MISCELLANEOUS 
51. All documents produced before the Tribunal for the hearing of any 
case shall be got back from the Secretary , on application , by the party 
who produced them , within three months from the date of communication 
of the Tribunal s final order and, if not so taken back within the specified 
time, the Tribunal shall not be responsible for any loss of, or damage to , 
the documents . The party taking them shall give, in writing, an undertaking 
to the effect that such documents will be produced whenever required by the 
Tribunal 

52. Marking of documents etc --The provisions of sub regulations (6 ) and 
(7) of regulation 48 shall apply mutatis mutandis to the marking of documents 
and the numbering , grouping , and examination of witnesses in other 
principal applications . 
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53. Inspection of documents.- (1) Any party shall be at liberty to inspect 
any document recited or referred to in any proceedings and filed in the 
Tribunal therewith . 

( 2) Every party desiring to inspect any proceedings filed in the 
Tribunal, shall present a memorandum stating the proceedings of which 
inspection is required and inspection will be allowed without the payment of 
any fee, during the pendency of such proceedings. 

(3) If leave for inspection is granted , the inspection of the record shall 
be made in the presence ofany officer specified by the Tribunal and the fee 
for inspection , except where inspection without payment is permitted under 
clause (1 ) , shall be 75 paise for every hour or part ofan hour during which 
the specified officer shall be engaged and shall be paid by court fee stamps 
affixed to the application . 

54. Search of Records.--- On every application for search of documents, 
search fee at the following rates shall be paid in court fee stamps: 
A. When the document is not more than ten years old : 
(i) when the applicant states the year to which it 
belongs : 

Re. 1.00 
(ü ) when the applicant does not know the year to 

which it belongs: 
(a ) for the first year of search 

Re. 1.00 
(b ) for every year in addition to the first year: Re. 0.50 
, B . When the document is more than ten years old 

Double 
the rates 

under A. 
Provided that no such fee be paid by a party to the proceedings where 
the application for search is made in a proceedings which is pending disposal 
on the date of application : 

Provided further that no such fee need be paid by a party to the 
proceedings, in the case of an application for a copy of an order passed within 
one year prior to the date of the application 

For the purpose of this regulation , only one search fee need be paid for 
all documents forming part of the record in the same proceedingsand the 
document shall be deemed to be of the date of the proceedings of which it 
forms part of the record . 

55. Certified Copies.- (1) Any person entitled to obtain a copy of any 
proceedings or document filed in or kept in the custody of the Tribunal, may 
present an application therefor to the Secretary in Form F in the Appendix. 

Any person who is not a party to an appeal may, on application be 
granted a copy of the final order of the Tribunal with the approval of the 
Chairman , subject to the payment of copying fees in accordance with sub 
regulation (3) 

( 2) Copies of the minutes or notes of the Chairman and other members, 
or osher confidential papers, will not be granted . 

(3) Along with every application for copies, copying stamp papers 
necessary for preparing the copies calculated at the following rates shall be 
supplied : 
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One stamp paper of the value of 20 paise for every 175 words in English 
or 125 words in Malayalam or Tamil or the fractions of 175 or 125 words, 
as the case may be. 
Note. - Each statement, account, report, petition , order or the like should be 

treated as a separate document and should be written on separate 

copying stamp paper . 

(4) Copies must be transcribed only on the front page of every stamp 
paper . 

(5) All copies furnished by the Tribunal shall be certified to be true 
copies and shall be sealed with the sealof the Tribunal. 

(6 ) Every , copy, shall bear an endorsement showing the following 
particulars and be initialled by the person preparing the copy : 

(a ) the year and number of the proceeding: 
(b ) the name of the Tribunal: 
(c) the name of the applicant: 
( d ) the number and date of application : 
e) the date of calling for additional stamp paper, if any: 
f ) date of production of additional stamp papers: 
(g) date for appearance to receive the copy: and 

(h ) date of delivery of copy : 
(7) When copy of an order passed by the Tribunal is applied for by a 
party for the purpose of preferring a revision against that order the copy 
shall be printed at the expense of the applicant, provided the order excluding 
the names of the parties and witnesses and list of exhibits is in excess of 700 
words. The regulations relating to the applications for certified copies and 
the disposal of such applications shall govern the general procedure with 
regard to the application for printing orders. 

(8 ) The Secretary shall grant copies of all documents applied for, 
except where he feels any doubt about the propriety of granting a copy of 
any document, in which case, he shall obtain and follow the directions of the 
Chairman in that behaif. 

56. Delegation of powers by Chairman .-- The Chairman may, in writing, 
delegate his powers under these Regulations to any member or members 
during his absence on leave or otherwise and may cancelor modify the same 
from time to time. 

57. Residuary provision . --Save as otherwise provided by the Act, the rules 
and these regulations, wherever necessary, the provisions of the Code of Civil 
Procedure, 1908 and the Civil Rules of Practice for the time being in force 
shall , with suitable variations, govern : 

( 1) The form of and the procedure relating to all applications, 

statements, memos and other records, made to , or filed in , 

the Tribunal; 
(2) The scale of fees payable by parties in regard to processes 

other than notice and summons; 
(3 ) The manner and mode of remittances ofmoney or fees into 

and disbursements by, the Tribunal; and 
(4 ) Any other cognate or ancillary matter arising for consider 

ation or disposal by the Tribunal.

Bye-Laws Framed by the Municipal Council, Terumbavoor under 
Section 347 ( 5 ) (a ) (b ) ( c ) (d ) (e ) (f ) ( g ) (h ) & (i) of the 
Kerala Municipalities Act 1960 (Act 14 of 1961) for the 
Control and Management of the Perumbavoor 

Water Supply 
1. (a ) These bye-laws shall be called " Perumbavoor Water Supply " 
bye-laws and shall come into force at once. 

(b ) They shall apply to the Water Supply and Distribution System 
in the Perumbavoor Municipal Town. 

2. In these bye-laws unless there is anything repugnant in the subject 
or context. 

(a ) " Act " means the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (Act 14 of 1961) 

(b ) " Commissioner means the Commissioner of the Perumbavoor 
Municipality appointed under Section 16 of the Act. 

( c ) " House Connection " means the connection by pipe from the Public 
Water main to the limit of the house or premises concerned or to the 
meter whichever is farther from the main . 

( d ) " Communication pipe" means the pipe that is laid from the end 
of the house connection and from which pipes called " Supply Pipes " are 
taken off for the purposes of distribution of water . 

( e ) " Supply Pipe means the pipe line that is taken off from com 
munication pipe and from which smaller pipes called " Service Pipe " an 
taken to the various parts of the premises or buildings. 

( f) " Service Pipe" means pipe taken off from the supply pipe to the 
various parts of the premises or buildings, to feed taps. 
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( g ) "Water Supply Installation" means the pipe work and fittings 
within the house or premises concerned , excluding the house connection. 

(h ) "Water Supply " means the water supply within the Municipal 
Town of Perumbavoor and 

(i) " Municipal Council" means the Municipal Council, Perumbavoor. 
3. Except in so far as otherwise provided in the Act or in these bye-laws 
the Municipal Council shall be responsible for all works connected with 
Water Supply Distribution system in the town from the storage tanks. 
All works connected with Water Supply upto and including the storage 
tanks shall be maintained by Public Health Engineering Department. 
The Officers of the Public Health Engineering Department not below the 
rank of Executive Engineer may at any time inspect any work executed 
by the Municipal authorities in respect of the Water Supply Distribution 
System in the Town and issue such directions as they may deem fit. The 
Municipal authorities shall give effect to such directions. 

4. (a ) Every application for supply of water under sub -section ( 1) of 
Section 159 or 160 of the Kerala Municipalities Act 1960 shall be in 
writing signed by the applicant ( owner or occupier ) and must be in form 
No. 1 if the application be for a permanent supply and in form No. 14 
if the connection be for a temporary period hereunto annexed and the 
work necessary for supply shall not be commenced until the applicant 
has deposited with the Municipal Council the connection charges at the 
rates provided in bye-law 4 ( c ) 

( b ) The Municipality shall give connection only upto the metering 
point and the internal pipe laying will be done by the party through 
licensed Plumber . 

( c ) Subject to proviso to Sub -section 1 of Section 159 of the Act the 
Commissioner shall on receipt of an application cause an estimate to be 
prepared towards the cost of providing house connection and issue the 
applicant a notice in Form 2 appended to these bye-laws intimating him 
the estimated cost inclusive of materials and 10 % centage charges on such 
cost the list of articles necessary for the connection and calling upon him 
to deposit an amount which will be the aforesaid amount less cost of 
inaterials and to supply the articles as per list in the Municipal Office 
within the time fixed therein . 

(d ) If deposit be made and articles supplied as called for, the Com 
missioner shall issue a receipt to the applicant and provide as early as 
possible the house connection applied for. 

( e ) If the amount be not deposited within the time fixed in the notice 
or within such further time as may be allowed by the Commissioner he 
may reject the plication . 

( 1) If the actual cost of house connection exceeds the amount deposit

Provided that in case of supply to Governmen , buildings, the super 
vision and other charges shall not be payable in advance to the Coranis . 
sioner. But the same shall be paid, on demand ty the Commissioner . The 
plan and estimate should be prepared and submitted by the Pubiic Works 
Department. 

5. Every application for a new water supply service connection or 
alternation must be accompanied by a fee of Rs. 5 with plans in duplicate 
showing the position of the nearest main existing tap and proposed taps 
drawn to a scale of not less than 5 meters to one c.m. A fee of Rs. 2 
must be accompanied for every application for repairing or cleaning service 
connections. The fee once remitted will not be refunded under any 
circumstance. 

6. If the applicant be a tenant of the building the consent of the 
owner of the building or an order from the Rent Controller must be 
obtained and produced along with the application . 

7. ( a ) No repairs to any house connection shall be made except through 
the Commissioner . 

(b ) Application for such repairs shall be made to the Commissioner 
in writing and the provisions of bye - laws, 4 , 5 and 6 shall as far as my 
be, be applicable to them . 

( c) Along with application for repairs the applicant shall deposit 
with the Commissioner an estimate fee of Three rupees which in no case 
shall be refunded . 

8. ( a ) When in the opinion of Commissioner any house connection 
stands in urgent need of repairs, he may after issuing notice to the 
owner or occupier of the house or premises concerned in Form 4 calling 
upon him to deposit the estimated cost of repairs, start the work of 
repairs. 

(b ) If immediate action is necessary the Commissioner shall before 
giving such notice carry out the urgent repairs and recover the cost from 
the party as arrears of taxes .

concerned . The supply of water may be resorted after the amount with 
the charges for the restoration of the supply as may be fixed by the Com 
missioner which shall not be more than Rs. 15 is remitted by the owner 
or occupier in full. 

( d ) If the actual cost of repairs is more or less than the estimated 
cost the difference shall as the case inay be, recovered from or refunded 
to the owner or the occupant. 

9. Whenever any supply of water has to be cut off from any house 
or premises under the provisions of the Act or these bye-laws the Com 
missioner may do so :

( d ) Any hand pump which may be permitted under the meter rate 
system shall be fixed on to the service pipe itself and nowhere else and 
every such pump shall be installed with the express sanction of the Com 
missioner . In no case a power driven pump shall be fitted. 

( e ) No taps should be fitted in close proximity to privies , urinals or 
open drains or places where injurious gases are likely to emanate and no 
tap or connections to any storage tank or reservoir shall be fixed as to 
permit the contents of tanks to syphone back into the supply pipe. 
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17. The meter shall , wherever practicable, be placed above ground 
level inside the house or premises concerned in such manner as to be 
adequately protected from damage by weather or other causes. 

18. Except as otherwise provided in the Act or in these bye-laws water 
shall by supplied for bonafide domestic purposes only . 

19. All the service connections will be charged on metered system . 
The approved meters shall be supplied either by the Municipal Council or 
the owner or the occupier of the premises concerned.

In the case of meters supplied by the owner or occupier of the pre 
mises only meter maintenance charge shall be recovered . 

20. Water drawn in any month for domestic purpose shall be charged 
at rate of Rs. 3 per unit of 4000 litres (75 Paise for 1000 litres) in excess 
of free allowance as per schedule to bye -law 21 of the bye -laws. 

The charge for supply of water for non -domestic purposes such as 
hospitals , temples, mosques, churches, convents , educational institutions 
hostels, public offices, public bathe and public latrines shall be charged at 
the rate of Rs. 4 per unit of 4000 litres in excess of free allowance . 

21. The owner or occupier of any house or premises will be allowed 
to draw free of charges from his house connection for purpose shown in 
Bye-laws 20 and 21 as per the following schedule :

( b ) If the amount is not paid within the above period the Commis 
sioner shall be at liberty to cut off the service at any time 15 days after 
service of a notice of demand of such arrears on the owner or occupier 
or of the premises under Section 163 of the Kerala Municipalities Act and 
the Council or the Commissioner shall not be liable for any damages for 
such cutting off of service . 

( c) Payment for all water supplied under the terms and conditions 
laid down in these bye-laws if not made by the party concerned within 
the time stipulated , shall be recoverable in the same manner as in the 
case of the property tax . 

( d ) A sum of Rs. 5 shall be charged for reconnecting in case water 
supply is cut off for non- payment of water supply full and ordinary 
repairs to service connections. 

25. The meter reader shall note in the card kept in houses or pre 
mises the consumption of water during the preceding month . 

( a ) Complaints, if any, relating to the accuracy of the reading should 
be made in writing to the Commissioner within 10 days of the delivery 
of the water bill and in case the complaint relates to the non-receipt of 
the bill it should be made before the end of the month . 

26 ( a ) The owner or occupier of any house or premises may apply to 
the Commissioner or any person authorised in that behalf to have the 
meter tested. A testing fee of Two rupees shall be paid along with the 
application 

(b ) When the application is made and the testing fee is paid , the 
meter shall be tested . If on testing it is found that the quality registered 
by the meter exceeds 10 per cent of the correct quantity, the 
testing fee shall be refunded to the applicant, otherwise it shall be credited 
to the Municipal fund. The result of the testing shall be intimated to 
the applicant in Form No. 16 ; 

27. Notwithstanding anything contained in bye -law 26 the Commis 
sioner or any other officer authorised by the Commissioner may in his 
own initiative test any meter at any time between sunrise and sunset on 
giving , not less than 24 hours notice in Form No. 17 to the occupier of the 
house or premises concerned.

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28. If, on examination, any meter be found to be out of order and not 
registering correctly, the consumption during the period dating from the 
last reading till the repair of the meter or the putting up of a correct 
meter shall after notice in Form No. 18 be calculated at the average daily 
consumption registered for any previous period (three months) during 
which in the opinion of the Commissioner the meter was registering 
correctly and the consumption of water was not abnormal.

30 ( a ) The Commissioner or any person authorised by him , may with 
out any notice, stop or reduce the supply of water in any public main 
or sub main for the purpose of making repairs or renewals : 

Provided that when the stoppage is over an extensive area or is due 
to exigencies which cannot be foreseen such previous intimation as is 
possible under circumstances shall be given by general tom -tom . 

(0 ) The supply of water to any premises may after giving notice in 
Form No. 19 be cut off for the purposes of making repairs , renewals or 
any other work connected with water supply . 

31. The foregoing bye-laws shall apply mutatis mutandis to all public 
institutions such as schools, temples , mosques, churches , public offices 
including hospitals etc. 

32. ( a ) Every boiler for generating steam which requires water shall be 
supplied with water from a cistern and not directly from the service 
pipe , and every such cistern shall be supplied with a ball valve detective 
or a warning pipe , and proper means of access for inspection thereof. 

(b ) No supply pipe shall be connected to any water closet, drains, 
steam boiler or any other closed vessel otherwise than through the supply 
cistern thereof. 

33. Every person to whom a house connection is given shall maintain 
the house connection in good order and repair. 

34. No person shall break the seal or lock in the meter or break the 
glass on the dial or open the meter or alter index of the meter or prevent 
any meter from duly registering the quantity of water supplied or obstruct 
or use water before it has been registered by a meter set up for measuring 
the case or permit or cause the meter to be stolen or damaged so that the 
meter may not duly register the quantity of water supplied . 

, 35 . No person shall wilfully or negligently allow water from a stand 
post or public water tap run to waste. 

36. No person shall do anything to damage or disfigure the stand posts 
or platforms or to obstruct the flow of water from the platform . 
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37. No persons shall bache or spit or wash animals, cloths, utensils 
or vehicles etc. at or near any public fountain stand post, hydrant, or tap 
or shall draw water or cause water to be drawn therefrom for irrigatio ... 
construction, etc. purposes other than bonafide domestic purposes or for 
drinking. 
Explanation :-The term " Bathe (Means and includes washing the 

whole or any portion of the body ) 
38. No person shall draw water from stand posts or public water tap3, 
or hydrants for any purpose other than demostic purposes. 

39. No water-carts or barrels shall be filled at any public stand post 
except such stand posts as are specially provided for the purposes. These 
shall be indicated by notice boards put up by the Council. 

40. No person shall so manipulate the stand posts or public water 
taps or hydrants as to secure a continuous flow of water for any purpose 
except for the extinction or fire. 

41. Except in the case of fire, no person not duly authorised by the 
Commissioner shall open or in any way interfere with any main pipe 
or valve or fire piug (hydrants ) connected with the water supply. 

42. The Commissioner may at any time remove any fitting connected 
with any house connection for purpose of examining the conditions of or 
repairing such fittings. 

43. Water from a house service connection given for domestic con 
sumption and use shall not be utilised for non -demestic purposes without 
the express permission of the Commissioner. 

44. The house owner or occupier shall not draw water from the Muni 
cipal pipe supply through any house or movable pipe or other device 
attached to the tap or taps sanctioned for the service connections. 

45. The Conimissioner may sanction temporary connections for supply 
of water to a building during marriage or other occasions and to a 
premises for construction of buildings. Charges therefor shall be levied 
at the rate of Rs. 10 per connection per day or part thereof for marriage 
and such functions and Rs. 5 per construction of buildings and for other 
purpose in addition to a sum of Rs. 15 which shall be levied for making 
and breaking the connections at the main . Every such connection shall 
have only a 2.5 c.m. tap and a length of 3 meter of 2.5 . c.m. pipe at the 
end. All materials and unskilled labour required for the purpose shall 
he supplied by the applicant for such connection.

(c ) Only a licence holder of Public Health Engineering Department 

can apply for a plumber s licence under these bye-laws. 
2 ( a ) Any persons, applying to the Commissioner for a licence shall 

along with the application pay a licence fee of Rs. 10 and produce 

an agreement in Form 21 with the security amount of Rs. 100. 
( b ) The Commissioner on being satisfied of the competency of the 

application by practical examination or otherwise may issue a 
licence in Form No. 20. If the application be rejected the licence 
fee and security amount deposited by the applicant shall be re 

turned to him . 
(c ) The licence shall held good only for a period of one year from the 

date of issue of licence but they may be renewed year after year 

on payment of the licence fee of Rs . 10 mentioned in clause (a ) . 
3. A list of licensed plumbebrs from the date of issue of licence shall 
he kept in the Municipal Office and the office of the Executive Engineer, 
Public Health Engineering Department. 

4. The Plumbers shall carry out all Water Supply installation work 
( including new installation , alteration and repair, subject to the by -law 
and in accordance with the orders that may be issued from time to time 
by the Commissioner or any person acting under his orders. 

5. The Plumbers selected by the owner or occupier of a house or pre 
mises for the construction of a new water supply installation or for the 
extension , alterations or repair of any existing water supply installation 
shall present to the Commissioner an estimate (in duplicate, with specifi 
cation describing the work and with a dimensioned sketch plan of the 
proposed installation , extension , alteration or repair as the case may be . 

On approval of the Commissioner under Rul 5 of the Schedule the 
Plumber may collect all the materials such as taps, pipes valves, etc.. 
necessary for the work but shall not commence the work until the materials 
have been inspected and approved by the Commissioner or any other officer 
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duly authorised by the Commissioner and until the Plumber is satisfied 
that the owner or occupier has duly applied for house connection . 

7 ( a ) The Commissioner or the Municipal Engineer or other Officer of 
the Municipal Council authorised by the Commissioner in that behalf may 
inspect the works of Pluinbers at any stage. 

(b ) If on inspection, it is found that any materials used or work 
done is not of the approved pattern or specification the Plumber shall in 
accordance with the orders of the Officer concerned replace the materials 
with materials of approved pattern or reconstruct the work as the case 


may be. 


8. Any Plumber requiring water to be shut off from or let on and 
place in connection with his work may apply to the Commissioner but 
shall on nó account interfere with any street tap cock or valve for the 
purpose. 

9. Every Plumber shall keep a book Form No. 22 supplied by the 
Commissioner in which he shall enter all details of work done by him in 
connection with any water supply installation . Such book shall be the 
property of the Municipal Council and shall be sent to the Commissioner 
for perusal and return, every month . 

10 ( a ) The Commissioner may by a written order fine a licensed Plum 
ber, suspend or cancel with or without forfeiture of security the license 
of any Plumber who is guilty of breaking or avading any rule bye-law 
or other orders of the Municipal Council or any Government order relating 
to water supply, or fails to comply with any reasonable order given to him 
by a duly authorised officer of the Municipal Council or whose work in 
the opinion of the Commissioner is not satisfactory. 

(b ) The order of the Commissioner shall be final subject to the 
result of any appeal to the Municipal Council filed within 20 days of the 
Communication of the order of the Commissioner to the Plumber. 

11. Any Plumber whose license has been cancelled or suspended shall 
return his license to the Commissioner with 24 hours of the communication 
to hira of such cancellation or suspension . 

12. If two or more Plumbers form themselves in a company or partner 
ship any penalty imposed under these bye -laws shall be operative against 
every plumber constituting such company or partnership.unless order 
imposing the penalty shows otherwise.
